Two sources fandJjiB with, 
the various federal JBjfcstiga- 
tlons into ’^hslantfr^affairs 
said some or all of the cash 
given by the'etfA waspassed 
on to U.S. political campaigns. 
Ashland spokesmen would not 
deny this, fcutjifcey; pointed out 
that when the iiind *was elimi- 
nated inl973, it still had more 
cash in it than the sum of the 
CIA’s cash pa^entai^^fo.^.. i 

The fund waSkrised to make 
more than $7<)0',<>00 In dona- 
tions to Richard M. Nixon, Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey, the Demo- 
! cratic Party and others includ- 
ing many still not Identified 
publicly. 

The CIA paid Ashland $50,- 
408 in cash and another $48,- 
500 in checks, allegedly to 
reimburse the company for 
the salary of a CIA agent car- 
ried on Ashland’s payroll. 

The checks were . deposited 
In a company bank account 
and apparently did not pass 
into the political fund, accord- 
ing to a report Ashland filed 
this week with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. ,
